King Hussein and Mauritanian 
President open talks in Amman 

AMMAN, May 10 (Agencies). — Mauritanian President Moktar ould Daddah arrived in Am- 
man today for a three-day visit to Jordan and started official talks with King Hussein and 
Jordanian officials. 

The Mauritanian president was met at the airport by His Majesty, the prime minister, 
cabinet members, senior government officials and high ranking army officers. King Hussein 
accompanied the president to the guest palace where he will stay during the visit 

In the first round of talks between the King and the President ould Daddah at A1 Ha- 
shfaniyah Palace they reviewed the situation in North Africa and exchanged views on foe 
Israeli occupation of foe Arab lands and the Palestinian question. 

His Majesty re vi e w ed foe Joint Arab working plan which was included in foe proposed 
Arab working programme to be at the summit meeting he has called for discussed. 

Bilateral relations 

The two leaders also discussed bilateral relations and cooperation during the meeting 
which was attended by His Highness Crown Prince Hassan, Prime Minister Mudar Badran, 
Chief of the Royal Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sbaraf, Minister of Court Amer Khammasb, 
Commander-in-CWef of the Jordanian Arnied Forces Lt. Gen. Sharif Zeid Ibn Shaker and 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Hassan Ibrahim. 

On the Mauritanian side attending officials included Foreign Minister Hamdi MIknas, 
member of the political office Ahmad ould Zein, Secretary General of the Presidency Mo- 
hammad Ali Al Sharif and Assistant Director General of the Presidency Mohammad ould 
Hamdoun. 

A press release issued after President ould Daddah’s departure from Kuwait today 
called on Arab countries to restore their solidarity and said Mauritania and Kuwait had ple- 
dged to continue efforts to promote bilateral co-operation Mauritanian and Kuwaiti lead- 
ers, in talks here yesterday reviewed Arab developments and efforts to consolidate Arab soli- 
darity, foe statement said. They expressed their genuine desire to achieve this aim in the 
Interests of foe Arab nation, it added. 

The two sides also discussed ways of developing and expanding bilateral ties, notably 
in economic fields, and possible Kuwaiti aid for Mauritanian development projects which will 
be further discussed by specialists from the two countries. Sheikh Jaber accepted an Invitation 
from President ould Daddah to visit Mauritania at a date to be announced later.

Palestinian Council 
will meet May 20 


DAMASCUS, May 10 (R). — 
The Palestine Central Council 
(PCG) will meet in Damascus 
on May 20 to discuss develop- 
ments of the Palestine case, 
foe official spokesman of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO), Abdel Mohsen Abu 
Maizer, announced here. 

The 55-member Council acts 
as a link between foe PLO 
Executive Committee and the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC-parliament in exile). 

Mr. Abu Maizer fold repor- 
ters the Council would review 
conditions in Israeli-occupied 
territories. It would also stu- 
dy a report by foe PLO exe- 
cutive committee on its acti- 
vities during foe past three 
months. 

Another topic on Its agenda 
will be the possibility of con- 
vening a meeting of foe Pales- 
tine National Council. 

Kabul office 

Mr, Abu Maizer said foe 
PLO would shortly open an 
office in the Afghan capital 
of Kabul. 

Questioned on the PLO’s at- 
titude to foe new regime in 
Afghanistan, Mr. Maizer said : 
•"’Relations between the Pales- 
tinian and Afghan peoples are 


good and cordial. We consider 
that the recent developments 
in Afghanistan were an inter- 
nal affair of the friendly Afg- 
han people, whom we wish pr- 
ogress, prosperity and stabili- 
ty.” 

Answering another question, 
on the FLO’S attitude towards 
foe French contingent of the 
UN. force in south Lebanon, 
he said : ‘The PLO rejects any 
U.N. presence aimed at pro- 
tecting the Zionist occupation 
of south Lebanon. The organi- 
sation will continue its aim- 
ed struggle if the invading Is- 
rael forces do not withdraw 
from south Lebanon. 

Mr. Abu Maizer said a Fre- 
nch government spokesman bad 
indicated that the French co- 
ntingent would withdraw if 
Israel refused to pull back fr- 
om Lebanon. 

On foe U.S. call to foe PLO 
fo approve UN. Security Co- 
uncil Resolution 242 before foe 
United States formally recog- 
nised the organisation, Mr. 
Abu Maizer said : 

“American policy in foe Mi- 
ddle East persists in disregar- 
ding foe objective facts, embo- 
died by the Palestinian peop- 
le’s presence and established 
national rights recognised by 
the international community 
on the widest scale.”

WASHINGTON, May 10 (R). — President Carter’s offer to compromise on 
his proposed $5 billion sale of warplanes to Israel, Saudi Arabia and Egypt 
has so far failed to overcome Congressional opposition to the three-cornered 
package deal* Informed sources said the administration had offered to in- 
crease the number of planes for Israel and provide assurances about the kind 
of armament and equipment sold to the Saudis. 

The senate foreign relations 
committee discussed the pro- 
posals for nearly two hours 
behind closed doors yesterday 
and then put off a final vote 
on them until noon tomorrow. 

One of the senators said 
afterwards that there was still 
no majority backing in the co- 
mmittee for foe three sales. 

Strong opposition from Israel 
and Congress greeted Mr. Car- 
ter’s original proposal to sell 
the warplanes to foe three 
Middle East states in an all- 
or-nothing package. 

The administration said it 
wanted to seQ 60 F-15s and 75 
F-16s to Israel. 

Opponents of the proposal 
said they feared that planes 
supplied to Saudi Arabia in 
particular might someday be 
used against IsraeL 

Mr. Carter however said he 
would withdraw the entire pa- 
ckage ff Congress vetoed any 
part of ft. 

The inhumed sources said 
the president was now willing 
to supply Israel with an addi- 
tional F-15s, each of which 
costs about $17 million. 

Own defence 

In. addition, a letter from 
Defence Secretary Harold Bro- 
wn offered assurances from foe 
Saudis that the aircraft would 
not be for offensive use and 
that there was no intention to 
equip them with air-to-ground 
weapons. 

Administration spokesmen 
have said the Saudis want the 
planes for foe defence of foeir 
vast country and its oil wealth 
and have no Intention of basing 
them at Tabuk, near the Israeli 
border, which lacks facilities 
and which would be an obvious 
target for Israel in any new 
war.

In a broadcast to the nation 
at foe opening of festivities 
marking Israel’s 30fo Indepen- 
dence anniversary, Mr. Begin 
reviewed foe achievements of 
foe past three decades and 
said:

As Israel’s 30th anniversary celebrations reach 
their climax, we should expect the frenzy to spill 
over into the lives of rational people, and we had 
an example this week of what happens when other- 
wise normal people fall over the edge cf pro-Israeli 
exhilaration. The spectacle this week we mention 
was that of Connecticut Senator Lowell Weicker, 
who stood up in front of one thousand Israeli 
diehards of the American-Israel Public Affairs 
Committee (the leading lobbying group for Israel in 
Washington) and calmly suggested that the Carter 
administration, at the behest of Mr. Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, wants to break the historic American 
alliance with Israel and remove Israeli Premier 
Menachem Begin. The audience, we are told, loved 
every minute of it. Which is a shame for the audience, 
and for Mr. Weicker, because in this spectacle we 
are witnessing the reflexive Zionist resort to old 
and tried character assassination techniques that 
have nothing- to do with the facts or the pressing 
imperatives on the ground in the Middle East Mr. 
Weicker is speaking nonsense, and he may even 
know it. 

But Mr. Weicker, who only speaks for a fee of 
several thousand dollars, of course, should have a 
word with his God about selling one’s soul so cheaply 
at AIPAC dinners. He should also ponder his words 
carefully, because if the United States does decide 
to break its historic alliance with Israel, the likeli- 
hood is that Mr. Begin will form an underground 
terrorist organisation and decide to establish a 
Jewish homeland in Connecticut, in which case Mr. 
Weicker will have a lot of angry constituents on his 
hands asking him why he went around saying so 
many stupid things about Israel and the United 
States, and Mr. Weicker will find himself standing 
alone, with nothing to show for his work except his 
speaking fee of several thousand dollars. 

Mr. Weicker is only hurting Israel by allowing 
it to burrow deeper and deeper into its own make- 
believe world. It’s a cheap way to make a living, 
we’re sure, and Israel has shown that it is always 
willing to exploit available people like Mr. Weicker. 
For a few thousand dollars, a senator from 
Connecticut is a pretty good bargain.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Jordanian newspapers Wednesday warned against war mon- 
gering by some Israeli leaders and urged the Arabs to trust in 
tbeir own good right hands. 

The newspapers were referring to Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan's statements to Swedish television during his cur- 
rent tour of the Scandanavian countries that he expects the ad- 
vent of another war with the Arabs because of “President Anwar 
Sadat’s lonely stand in his peace initiative and because the Arabs 
are massing huge quantities of arms.” 

AL RAT says that Damn's provocative statements and Israeli 
Chief of Staff Gen. Raphael Eitan’s recent threats to destroy the 
Arab civilization were "the result of the Arabs begging for peace 
even from their enemy but receiving more aggression and losing 
more land.” 

A nation which does not wake up to sabre rattling by the 
enemy, and which does not mobilise all its forces to confront Zio- 
nist challenges will be doomed to perdition, the newspaper says. 

AL DUSTOUR sees in Dayan’s “inflammatory statements,” 
coupled with Gen. Eitan's allusion to the “narrowness of Israel’s 
strategic depth behind the eastern front” a dangerous tone design- 
ed to prepaje world opinion to exonerate Israel in advance from 
war guilt. 

The new sabre rattling by Dayan and Eitan means that Israel 
has chosen to stay in the occupied Arab lands, in preference to a 
just and comprehensive peace.

Pentagon estimates sale of 120 P-15’s 
to Saudi Arabia would be justified

AMMAN, May 10' — Mr. Les- 
lie Allan Janka, wbo until 
March this year was Deputy 
Assistant U.S. Defence Sec- 
retary for the Middle East and 
South Asia, told the Jordan 
Tunes in an interview this we- 
ek that he was confident Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter's propo- 
sal to sell 60 F-15 Eagle jets 
to Saudi Arabia and 50 F-5E 
Tigers to Egypt would go th- 
rough Congress intact as part 
of the package deal that will 
also supply Israel with 15 F- 
15's and 75 F-16's fighters. 

Mr. Janka acknowledged ho- 
wever that the number of pl- 
anes for Israel may be beefed 
up. 

The original U.S. estimate 
was that the sale of 120 F- 
15’s to Saudi Arabia would 
have been justified in terms 
of the Pentagon's own assess- 
ment of that country's defence 
needs, Mr. Janka added. It 
was the Saudis who opted for 
only half that number. 

“The Arabs should not under 
estimate the psychological im- 
pact of Carter's move --he 
is trying to signal a new Am- 
erican posture,” Mr. Janka, 
who is in Jordan on the second 
leg of a Middle East tour, said 

“If the sales succeed, it 
will be evidence of new Ame- 
rican even-handedness in the 
Middle East,” he added. 

The idea of U.S. planes. sal- 
es to Saudi Arabia, which is 
at the heart of the present 
controversy and the battle 
which has been joined betwe- 
en President Carter and Isra- 
el’s supporters in Congress, 
began with an offer bv form- 
er Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. Mr. Janka - - who 
used to be a staff assistant to 
Dr. Kissinger -- said. 


Mr. Leslie Allan Janka was Deputy Assistant U.S. 
Defence Secretary for the Middle East and South Asia 
(1974-Mar. 197S), Staff Assistant to Dr. Henry Kissinger, 
National Security Council Staff, White House (1971- 
3974) and Assistant Dean, School of Advanced Interna- 
tional Studies, John Hopkins University, Washington 
D.C. (1968-1971). 

Mr. Janka is currently in Jordan as part of a tour 
of the Middle East that has already taken him to IsraeL 
From Jordan he goes on to Egypt Saudi Arabia and 
Syria.

Janka’s presence in Jordan to conduct this interview, the 
second part of which will appear in tomorrow’s paper. 

nlca pointed out. It has two en- 
gines and requires only one 
man to fly it, it is an all-wea- 
ther plane (it can also be used 
effectively in night-time flights) 
and is the easiest to maintain.

ut six million. The original Pen- 
tagon analysis of Saudi Arab- 
ia's need was for 120 F-15's. 
That number could be justified 
in order to provide maximum 
coverage of the country. The 
Saudis only asked for 60 partly 
because of the shortage of pi- 
lots and maintenance crew. As 
such, to handle the 3 squadr- 
ons they hope to get, the Sau- 
dis will need about 1000 men, 
including ground crew. 

It is also obvious to the Am- 
ericans that the Saudis made 
the right choice in picking the 
Eagles because of the power- 
ful radar on the planes. If the 
Saudis did not buy the F-I5’s 
they would have had either to 
build an extensive network of 
ground radar stations or pur- 
chase AWACs (Airborne War- 
ning and Command Systems), 
basically Boeing 707 flying rad- 
ar stations, at SI billion a thr- 
ow. With the F-I5*s only limi- 
ted extensions to the existing 
ground radar network will be 
required; so the Eagles are tr- 
uely economical In manpower 
in more ways than one, not to 
mention the relative ease of 
maintenance.

Firms penalised for delayed projects 

AMMAN, May 10 (JNA). — Two local firms and a local 
contractor were today forbidden to take part in any 
government tenders or bids for two years because of 
delays in completing a number of projects. One of the 
firms, the Arab Trading and Engineering company had 
failed to complete the new Law Court building and ano- 
ther building to be annexed to the Princess Basma Hos- 
pital in Irbid, a source at the Ministry of Public Works 
said here. According to the source the minister of Public 
Works decided that the firm will have to pay an average 
fine of JD 25 for every day in the delay. The other firm, 
the Northern Trading and Contracting Company had 
failed to complete health centres in the Irbid Govemo- 
rate on schedule, and they will have to pay a fine of 
JD 15 for every day delayed in work on the health centre 
in the village of Anjarah and JD 5 for every day delayed 
in the building of a school in Jarash. 

South Korean firm to build houses for 
potash project 

AMMAN, May 10 (JNA). — The Arab Potash Company 
and a South Korean firm today signed an agreement for 
the construction of a $24 million housing complex ad- 
joining the potash project in the Jordan Valley, sources 
at the potash company said here today. The Korean firm 
will build 400 air-conditioned housing units together 
with all necessary living facilities and public utilities for 
employees and workmen at the project. The chairman of 
potash company’s board of directors, All AI Khassaw- 
neh, and a representative of the South Korean firm si- 
gned the agreement for the project which will be com- 
pleted in two years. 


defensive aircraft. 

There has been speculation 
that the Saudis could purchase 
bomb racks from some source 
other than the United States 
and could reprogramme the co- 
mputers on the aircraft. Mr. 
Jar.ka dismisses these possibi- 
lities. The bomb racks will be 
very difficult to obtain elsewh- 
ere and would not give the de- 
sired result anyway without 
effective use of the radar to 
spot ground targets.

No 
country other than the United 
States has this information. 

Whv does Saudi Arabia need 
the planes anywav? Mr. Janka 
refers to the statement of U.S. 
Defence Secretary Harold Br- 
own before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee concern- 
ing the Middle East arms sales 
on May 3 : 

“Now let me turn to the sale 
of 60 F-15 aircraft to Saudi 
Arabia. In my judgment this 
is a reasonable request. From 
a military standpoint the sale 
Is fully justified; our complete 
analysis bas already been oro- 
rided to this committee. It is 
clear that Saudi Arabia has a 
real and substantial defence 
requirement : It is a large co- 
untry geographically, with en- 
ormous wealth, and with seve- 
ral neighbours supplied with 
Soviet arms. Iraq in the north 
is a steady recipient of Soviet 
arms, including over 400 co- 
mbat aircraft In the south, 
ihe small People’s Democratic 
Republic of Yemen has almost 
100 aircraft Some were used 
to attack Saudi Arabia in the 
past Just across the Red Sea, 
the Soviet Union has deliver- 
ed over $1,000 million in mili- 
tary hardware to Ethiopia in 
a single year. The Soviets are

in the Red Sea and the Ara- 
bian Sea. These circumstances 
are of considerable concern to 
the United States; to Saudi 
Arabia, they are a dear and 
present danger.”

Aspen Institute Veep 
here to promote 
better understanding

AMMAN, May 10 — The Asp- 
en Institute for Humanistic St- 
udies, a New York based orga- 
nisation, Is making its first te- 
ntative contacts with the Ar- 
ab World. Gail L. Potter, Vi- 
ce President of the institute, 
is in Amman for a few days 
as part of a larger Middle East 
tour which has also taken 
her to Saudi Arabia, Kuwait. 
Abu Dhabi and Bahrain. 

In an interview with the 
Jordan Times, Ms. Potter said 
the aim of her current mission 
is to contact people here with 
the hope that they will be wil- 
ling to take part in seminars 
and meetings organised by the 
institute, which aim at promo- 
ting better understanding of 
the Arab Middle East both 
in the USA and world-wiae. 

This tour. Ms. Patter exp- 
lained. is a “very preliminary 
investigation to precede a five 
to ten-year effort concentrat- 
ing on human development in 
the Arab World. 

The Aspen Institute estab- 
lished for 30 years has only 
recently been able to turn its 
attention to the Arab World. 

In January this year the 
institute received a grant from 
the American based East West 
Foundation specifically for the 
purpose of exploring the Arab 


Middle East and working to 
increase understanding of fo 
history, culture and people. 

“The great, 1 ' Ms. Potter ex- 
plained “makes It possible for 
us to greatly increase our la- 
volvement in the Arab Middle 
East as part of the overall 
international organisation q{ 
the institute. 

Until then, she went on, 
we bad been limited by the 
lack of necessary funds. 

His Highness Crown prince 
Hassan, . during h b visit to 
the USA in January, held dis- 
cussions with officials at the 
institute and expressed his de- 
sire for future cooperation. 

During her brief stay here, 
Ms. Potter bas already met! 
with Dr. Kamel Abu Jaber, the 
Dean of the Faculty of Eco- 
nomics and Commerce and Di- 
rector of the Population Stu- 
dies Centre at the University 
of Jordan. 

She also met with Dr. Al- 
bert Butros, head of the Ro- 
yal Scientific Society, and Dr. 
Mohammad Said N abulsi, the 
Governor of the Central Bank, 

Some of these people will, 
Ms. Potter hopes, attend the 
executive seminar programme 
due to take place in Aspen Co- 
lorado at which more definite 
programmes for the future can 
be discussed “In the meantime 
I am here to make the initial 
contacts.” 


Mr. Janka went on to argue, 
as the Carter administration is 
now doing, that it is in the 
national security interest of 
the United States to sell ar- 
ms to both Israel and the 
Arabs. 

It is in the interest of Isra- 
el itself for the United Sta- 
tes to act as the weapons su- 
pplyer to Saudi Arabia. The 
Saudis are already exploring 
the possibility of buying Fren- 
ch-made Mirage 2000 fighters. 
The French planes are more 
ground attack oriented, and 
could strike &• *'nd targets in 
Israel. It Saudi Arabia struck 
such a deal with France, it 
would breach U.S. influence 
in the Middle East. The Mi- 
rages could also be more ea- 
sily transferred to Egypt or 
Libya. The United States co- 
uld dearly maintain more co- 
ntrol on tiie use of the planes 
if it supplied them. 

A weapons supply program- - 
me has to be a long-term pro-, 
position in order for the reci- 
pient to derive the full bene- 
fits; there ' are questions of 
delivery and training and po- 
licy decisions which have to 
be made on a long-term basis. 

If the U.S. were the sole sup- 
plyer of Saudi Arabia, the re- 
lationship between them wo- 
uld be deeper and more diffi- 
cult to break off, witness the 
fate of the Egyptian armed 
forces after the break in the 
special relationship with the 
Soviet Union. 

‘The Congressional debate 
over the arms package will 
be valuable in highlighting the 
importance of Saudi Arabia 
to the United States," Mr. Ja- 
nka observed. Not only is the- 
re the question of Saudi Ara- 
bia’s moderating political inf- 
luence in the Middle East and 
the vital importance of Saudi 
oil supplies and its policy in 
favour of oil price restraint 
but there must be recogniti- 
on that “Saudi Arabia, in de- 
fending its oil, is also defend- 
ing U.S. ofl ” 

The Saudis are a proud peo- 
ple and they are not going to 
accept a cutback in the number 
of planes they have asked for.

A Roman family vault con- 
taining three sarcophagi, or 
stone coffins, and six burial 
chambers has been discovered 
by worionen levelling ground 
for the new sewerage purifi- 
cation plant >n Salt- 
Director of Antiquities Dr. 

Adrian Hadidi believes that 
the limestone vault dates from 
the late third century A.D. 
Although no intact skeletons 
were fOund, It appears that the 
remains of about eighty peo- 
ple were buried in the sarco- 
phagi and burial chambers. 
One burial chamber contained 
forty-five skulls. 

A particularly unusual fea- 
ture of the sepulchre is the 
stone relief carved In the ce- 
ntral niche above the main 
sarcophagus. This is thought 
to be the 'pater famllia' or 
head of the household. His 
style of dress and the fact 
that he is holding what appea- 
rs to be a scroll perhaps indi- 
cates that he was a profess- 
ional man. 

The tomb is located on the 
Salt-Jerusalem road, in Wadi 
Shu'eib about five kilometres 
from Salt. It is entered thro- 
ugh a low opening which on- 
ce had a stone door and has 
a circular fan-shaped ventila- 
tion grille carved above it. 
The central space is roofed 
by the natural rock out of 
which the burial vault is cut. 
Off the central space, on three 
sides are the three barrel-vau- 
lted recesses containing the 
sarcophagi. Beneath the sto- 
ne-flagged floor are the six 
stone-lined burial chambers 
arranged in two layers of th- 
ree. 

Many objects have been re- 
covered from the tomb, inc- 
luding pottery, glass bottles, 
jewellery and two coins. The 
sarcophagi are made of lime- 
stone with sculpted lids and 
decorated fronts. 

The date of the tomb has 
been established so quickly 
mainly because the objects fr- 
om It are almost identical wi- 
th those found in a similar 
tomb excavated in Amman by 
Mr. Gerald Lankester Harding 
in the late 1940's. This tomb 
was discovered on Jabal Jofeh 
by a stone-cutter in the cour- 
se of blasting operations. 


Mr. Lankester Handing be- 
lieves that the pottery and 
in particular the jet brace- 
lets and pendants found in the 
newly discovered tomb at 
Salt must be of the same per- 
iod as those fuond in the 
Amman tomb. The date of the 
Amman tomb was clearly es- 
tablished by the finding of six 
coins of the reign of the Em- 
peror Marcus Aurelius. That 
tomb had a largo main ball 
with three small chambers off 
the east side and four off the 
north side. It had originally 
been a large natural cave. Th- 
ree sarcophagi were found in 
the main ball and there were 
eight full size graves sunk 
into the floor. Mr. Lankester 
Harding believes that the two- 
storey arrangement of the gr- 
aves in the tomb at Salt is 
very unusual, as is the *pater 
familia* relief over the main 
sarcophagus. 

The two coins found in the 
Salt tomb are in very bad 
condition and unable to be id- 
entified as yet. Dr. Hadidi sa- 
id that these will probably be 
sent to die Ashmolean Muse- 
um for special cleaning and 


identification. 

During the past week the 
tomb at Salt has been clear- 
ed by the Department of An- 
tiquities. The fallen stones de- 
molished when the bulldozer 
struck have been marked and 
the collapsed wall will be able 
to be restored. 

Dr. Hadidi said that the De- 
partment of Tourism and An- 
tiquities has decided to pre- 
serve and retain the tomb at 


its present site as it would 
be too costly to transport it 
and reassemble it elsewhere. 
The Municipality of Salt has 
expressed its willingness to 


cooperate in this and will mo- 
dify its road-widening and 
sewerage plant project to ac- 
commodate its newly acquired 
tourist attraction.

JEDDAH, May 10 (R). — Saudi Arabian oil exports were down to 6.2 million 
barrels a day last month, 30 per cent lower than last year’s average, inform- 
ed sources said today- They said the decline in Saudi exports was dimi- 
nishing the surplus in the world oil market, which was estimated by OPEC 
oil ministers at a meeting in Taif during the weekend to have fallen to one 
million barrels a day from a peak of 2.5 million barrels six months ago. 


***** 


Saudi oil exports have be- 
en falling steadily since Jan- 
uary. The last official figures 
published were for March 
when exports averaged 6.8 
million barrels a day compar- 
ed with the 1977 average of 
nine million barrels. 

Exports from other OPEC 
states have also been declin- 
ing since the beginning of 
1978, but by much smaller 
proportions.

U.S. Congress irritates world sugar organisation 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP). — The U.S. Senate Banking 
Cbmmittee yesterday rejected an effort to cut off Export- 
Import Bank credit to South Africa. 

Hie committee, after turning down the South Africa ame- 
ndment, approved a bill increasing the lending authority of 
the Export-Import Bank by 60 per cent and expanding the 
president’s authority to determine what nations are eligible 
for credit. 

It requires him to consider not only the U.S. national in- 
terest but 'die recipient country's stand on human rights, 
emigration, nuclear proliferation, environmental protection 
and other factors. 

The bank provides direct loans, guarantees and insurance 
to finance the sale of U.S. exports abroad.

Last night Saudi Oil Min- 
ister Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Ya- 
rnani told reporters here his 
country has placed a celling 
of eight million barrels a day 
on oil production this year 
compared with an average da- 
ily output of 9.5 million bar- 
rels last year. 

He said Saudi Arabia had 
made the greatest effort to 
eliminate the oversupply and 
called on other OPEC count- 
ries to play a role to this end.

JOHANNESBURG, (F.T.) — 

Although a gold price betwe- 
en $170 and $180 an ounce 
means that more money Is 
pouring into the coffers of So- 
uth African gold mining com- 
panies than even before, in 
real terms they are doing no 
better and long-term prospects 
have not Improved. 

At the present price, work- 
ing revenue amounts to the 
equivalent of some $12m. a 
day, representing $4,650m. for 
an annual output of 700 tons. 

Profits drop 

The profit picture is a dif- 
ferent one. Compared with 
1973 when gold broke out of 
the shackles pf the “official" 
price, the end of 1977 saw it 
130 per cent up. But the cost 
of recovering an ounce of go- 
ld rose by 127 per cent Jn 
consequence, the increase in 
working profits is thus far 
less impressive. 

To aggravate this situation, 
the state since the beginning 
of last year has taken a sub- 
stantially bigger slice of the 
cake -- up to 78 per cent in 
some cases. 

For many a mine; revenue 
per ounce rising faster than 
the cost of production could 
mean an extension of its ope- 
rating life as it makes poorer 


ore exploitable This was the 
position in the- latter half of 
1974 when the bullion price 
seemed heading for $200 and 
more. 

Hus is no longer the case, 
as the result of escalating co- 
sts. The pay limit --the am- 
ount of gold In a ton treated 
required to break-even - - , »s 
now back to what It was at 
the end of. 1973 when the gold 
price was Just over $100, The 
average recovery a ton has 
dropped over the period. How- 
ever the main cause for this 
is depletion of rich reserves 
as mines get older rather than 
deliberate changes in mining 
policies. 

Output drop forecast 

In the present framework, 
industry forecasts are that 
the present annual output wOJ 
be sustained for a number of 
years but an almost certain 
decline will set In during the 
1980’s and by tbe mid- 1990’s 
it will probably be down to 
half. 

There are three de- 
velopments that could 
militate against this 
- - a substantially higher gold 
price In real terms, drastic 
reductions in unit costs and 
new big mines opened. 

Factors influencing the gold

price are many and complex. 
They are largely political and 
monetary at present but there 
is a fundamental one whJch 
could build up steam. This is 
total output, which is falling. 
The world will have to turn 
to above-ground stocks which 
at 42,000 tons are greater th- 
an known underground reser- 
ves of 35,000 tons. The stocks 
will only become available If 
the price goes high enough. 

Operating costs have soar- 
ed because of a high general 
rate of inflation, major wage 

increases given to black work- 
ers, exceptional increases "n 
power prices and the like. 

Productivity declines 

These could have been ap- 
preciably offset by a big imp- 
rovement in the productivity 
of tbe work forces of the 
mines. Despite all efforts this 
has not come about. In fact 
it declined last year when an 
11 -day fortnight was introdu- 


ced for members of the Mine 
Workers' Union which is pre- 
ssing for a five-day week In 
the near future. 

A number of Improvements 
have come about in mining 
methods which have helped, 
but the long sought after big 
breakthrough in extracting and 
moving reef at the working 
face without explosives rem- 
ains as elusive as ever. 

If this can be achieved so- 
mehow and the Mine Work- 
ers’ Union ceases opposing the 
advancement of blades to sk- 
illed jobs. (Its attitude, inci- 
dentally, is based on lob pre- 
servation and not politics) co- 
st might drop somewhat. How- 
ever. industry pragmatists do 
not place much weight on th- 
is in current planning. 

The big houses never let up 
in their search for new sour- 
ces of gold -- but nothing 
dramatic has turned up In ye- 
ars. Extensions to existing 
mining areas are being demar- 
cated. The main one is ground 


adjoining two trig mines — 
West Drlefonteln and East 
Driefontein. Known results su- 
ggest that at best one new 
producer could come about 
but if not the leases areas 
of the two mines would be 
enlarged. 

Rumours are current of low 
gold and relatively high ura- 
nium values being found at 
depth south of Free State 
mining activities. Depth pre- 
sents technical problems ari- 
sing from great rock pressur- 
es and high rock temperatu- 
res. 

Preproduction costs would 
be enormous -- put by some 
at R250m. a mine in 1977 te- 
rms -- and capital costs rise 

about 30 per cent a year. It 
took less than this amount to 
bring all the Free State mines 
to the recovery stage 25 years 
ago. Prospects for a string of 
new mines are not bright at 
this stage. 

Time runs out 

Time is running out for old 
producers. Within the past 
three years six have closed 
down, four have given notice 
that they may have to dose 
and even get state aid to ke- 
ep going. 

The disappearance of old 
stagers has brought no great 


problems so for. Their white 
workers have been absorbed 
elsewhere in the industry and 
it was only since January th- 
at producers have bad all the 
black recruits needed. 

Most closures have been on 
the original Rand, east and 
west of Johannesburg. This 
also forms part of the count- 
ry’s industrial heartland, so 
that economic and social con- 
sequences were cushioned. 

What will happen when the 
mines of the Western Trans- 
vaal stop working? As things 
are now, there are no indust- 
rial activities unrelated to mi- 
ning, nor are there natural 
resources to support fresh 
ones and markets are far 
away. 

Unless something unforese- 
en turns up they will become 
ghost areas. 

Inhabitants with mining ski- 
lls should be able to find work 
in other forms of mining. Kn- 
own reserves of platinum, ch- 
rome, manganese, iron ore and 
coal are such that oparatior.s 
could extend well into the 
21st century, but greater ski- 
lls than exist at present will 
be needed on the part of all 
mineworkers.

Search for Abominable Snowman is revived 
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By Paul Harrison 


LONDON, (WFS) — Reported 
sightings of the Yeti, or “Ab- 
ominable Snowman", in the 
former Himalayan kingdom of 
Sikkim have brought back in- 
to the spotlight one of the 
world's most enduring myster- 
ies. 

Yetis have been part of the 
folklore and mythology of the 
peoples of the Himalayas for 
centuries, and many reports 
of sightings have been made 
this century, both from locals 
and groups of overseas moun- 
taineers. 

Known variously also as the 
Windygo, the Weetinoe, or 
just as plain “Big Foot" in 
north America, Yeti or Yetl- 
like creatures have been re- 
ported also In the Caucasus 
Mountains In the southern 
Soviet Union, In the Pamir 
mountain, range In Soviet Asia, 
in north-west California, in 
Tibet an4 n iQ .Borneo. 

The Sherpas know of three 
types of Yeti; the Ghutefa, 
which is eight feet tall, hairy 
and not harmful to man; the 
Miteh, which is four to five 
feet tall, has its feet back to 
front end eats humans; and 
the Thelma, which is much 
smaller and lives a peaceful 
life In the jungle. 

In 1958, an American Him- 


alayan expedition claimed one 
of its members had seen a 
midget Yeti, eating frogs by 
a riverside, while four-inch 
long footprints In 1955 were 
said to be those of the “Abo- 
minable Snow Baby". Two 
years previously it was re- 
ported that a live Yeti was

In the latest sighting, in the 
Kishong La region of Sikkim, 
the creature was described as 
a “man animal” covered with 
hair and with a red face and 
red lips. 

Following claims that Yeti 
in the region had killed seve- 
ral yak -- large bison-like un- 
gulates living at high altitude 
- - and hurled their bodies 
around, the Sikkim governm- 
ent has sent four search par- 
ties into the mountains to tty 
and track down the Yeti, or 
Yetis. The search is apparent- 
ly being concentrated on the 
Kanchenjunga National Park. 

Much of the publicity and 
conjecture surrounding the 
Yeti has" concerned reported 
sightings of footprints. Some 
have been large and unlike 
the normal human footprint 
-- although it was suggested 
by a British explorer, Maj. 
John Blashford-SneU, in 1976 
that the footprints could have 
been made by people who suf- 
fer from an hereditary defor- 
mity of the feet in which the

big toe sticks out at right 
angles. 

There was a sighting of fo- 
otprints by a Polish climbing 
expedition at the base of Ev- 
erest in 1975, while a year 
earlier a Sherpa girl yak her- 
der claimed that she was at- 
tacked and knocked unconsc- 
ious by a Yeti which killed 
several of her yak. The snow- 
man was, she said, about four 
to five feet tall and covered 
in thick Hair - - half black wnd 
half brown. 

Tracking attemp t * 

There have been, many at- 
tempts to track down the Ye- 
ti - - one of tiie most ambi- 
tious being suggested by a 
Japanese businessman in 1974, 
arid involving an air search 
spread over three years. There 
have also been numerous the- 
ories as to what the Yeti act- 
ually is. 

In 1973, a team of zoologi- 
sts claimed it was a descen- 
dant of a giant ape, Giganto- 
pithecus. remains of which 


have been found in India and 
China. They said their tent 
was visited by a creature wh- 
ich left tracks “not referable 
to any known animal.” 

The ape, they explained, 
could live in the high forests 
and use the mountain passes, 
where it is most frequently 
reported, to cross from forest 
to forest. Therefore, they con- 
cluded, all previous searches 
had been made in the wrong 
place - -on the open moun- 
tainside. 

Other explanations have co- 
vered various types of bears, 
monkeys and even an Indian 
Otter “progressing in leaps 
and bounds”. The footprints, 
it was said, could be caused 
by rockfalls leaving indentat- 
ions in the snow, or they co- 
uld be made by foxes or an- 
telope and then made bigger 
as the sun melted the snow 
round them. 

Some theories subscribe to 
the claim that the Yeti was in 
fact the rare Golden Langur, 
a monkey which was discover- 
ed in 1952 and has only been 
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seen since very rarely. One of 
the most determined efforts 
was made by an expedition 
in 1960 led by Sir Edmund 
Hillary, tiie conqueror of Mo- 
unt Everest He brought back 
a piece of skin which he was 
told at a remote monastery 
was a Yeti scalp. Examined 
by experts in London. Paris 
and Chicago, ft was pronoun- 
ced not to be a scalp at all, 
and probably to have come 
from a goat

Afghans want better 
ties with Soviets 


NEW DELHI, May 10 (R). 
— New Afghan President Nur 
Mohammad Tarakki says his 
government wants “to stren- 
gthen and expand friendly re- 
lations with the great neighb- 
our in the north, the Soviet 
Union.” 

In a statement broadcast 
by Kabul Radio yesterday, he 
said relations with all other 
countries would depend on th- 
eir attitude towards his Pe- 
ople’s Democratic Party (PD- 
P) government which took po- 
wer after a military coup 
last month. 

The Soviet Union was the 
first country to recognise the 
new administration that took 
power following the bloody 
coup in which President Moh- 
ammad Daoud was killed on 
April 27. 

Mr. Tarakki said his gov- 
ernment was determined to cl- 
ean the country of anti-revo- 
lution, anti-democratic, anti- 
nation and anti-people eleme- 
nts, according to the broad- 


cast monitored by All India 
Radio. 

This confirmed reports from 
Kabul that the new govern- 
ment had launched an exten- 
sive purge of top civil serva- 
nts and members of the dyn- 
asty which ruled the country 
for more than a century. 

Mr. Tarakki announced a 
22-point economic programme 
aimed at securing effective co- 
ntrol over the natural wealth 
and resources of the country 
and including land reform and 
the reclamation of barren la- 
nd.

A series of articles in gov- 
ernment-owned newspapers sa- 
id Moslems had lived happily 
with the mainly Buddhist po- 
pulation for hundreds of years 
and enjoyed absolute freedom 
of worship. 

Bangladesh has said about 
100,000 refugees have crossed 
into its territory from Burma 
in recent weeks. The exodus 
has caused a serious rift bet- 
ween the two countries. Bang- 
ladesh President Ziaur Rahm- 
an on Sunday accused Burma 
of an inhuman eviction of Mo- 
slems. 

The refugees have brought 
with them allegations of mur- 
der, rape, and arson by Bur- 
mese troops driving them at 
gunpoint from their homes. 

Burma has said those who 
fled across the border were 
in fact Bangladeshi nationals 
who were illegal Immigrants 
In the country. 


ROME, May 10 (R). — Aldo 
Mora, a quiet Intellectual with 
infinite patience and tenacity, 
was one of the towering fig- 
ures of post-war Italian poli- 
tics. 

As the architect of centre- 
left coalitions which provided 
dozens of governments since 
1963, he was five times prime 
minister of his country. 

He was instrumental In two 
key events in Italy's political 
history. 

First In 1963 he brought the 
leftwing Socialist Party into 
the government- 

His last achievement was 
helping to forge a pact with 
the Communist Party, which 
In January this year gave its 
parliamentary support to en- 
able Mr. Mora's Christian De- 
mocratic Party to form a mi- 
nority government. 

Mr. Mora was President of 
the Christian Democratic Pa- 
rty, which has been at the 
centre of the Italian political 
stage for more than 30 years. 

In one of his five terms as 
prime minister, he established 
a record by heading the long- 
est post-war government -- 
829 days from 1966 to 1968 
-- in a country where admin- 
istrations last an average less 
than a year. 

It was his distinguished ca- 
reer as a politician and states- 
man - - he also served as min- 
isters oF justice, education 
and foreign affairs - - that 
marked him out as a target 
for the extremist Red Brig- 
ades. 

A devout Roman Catholic 
who attended mass every 
morning, he was on his way 
to parliament from his local 
church last March 16 when 
Red Brigades urban guerrillas 
kidnapped him and hilled his 
five bodyguards. 

The Red Brigades claimed 
they had "struck at the heart 
of the state" and many Ita- 
lians admitted glumly that the 
guerrillas had succeeded. 


The mediator 

Always die mediator, Mr. 
More wrote from captivity 
that he had never advocated 
a hard “no-deal” polity with 
kidnappers and hoped his re- 
lease would be negotiated. 

But the government and his 
party steadfastly refused to 
give in to Red Brigades thr- 
eats to kill him if they refus- 
ed a prisoner exchange. 

At first, Mr. Moro appeared 
to be astonished, then embit- 
tered and finally distraught 
and broken by the prospect 
of his imminent death. 

He wrote with aggrieved

“I request that no members 
of my state or my party take 
part ta my funeral,” he said, 
in a burst of helpless anger 
against the men who had 
worked with him closely for 
25 years. 

“I would like to be follow- 
ed by those few who have 
really wished me well and for 
this reason are worthy to ac- 
company me with their pray- 
er and their love." his emo- 
tional letter added. 

Mr. Moro had a reputation 
as a slow, patient and thou- 
ghtful negotiator with long- 
range political vision, and he 
had an aloof, reserved man- 
ner. 

He invariably shied away 
from quick decisions. One of 
his critics once complained 
that he was not indecisive 
it was just that he did not 
know what a decision was. 

His statements were often 
so obscure and non-commit- 
tal that experienced analysts 
of his complex speeches be- 
came known as "Morologists”. 

His careful approach and 
capacity for long speeches 
has been traced back to his

Brazil fights U.S., Europe 
for lucrative chicken market 
in countries of the Mideast

RIO DE JANEIRO, (F.T.) — 
Frozen chickens and a state- 
run oil conglomerate are un- 
likely partners -- but Inter- 
bras, the trading company of 
Petrobras, Brazil’s national oil 
concern, has discovered that 
the poultry business Is big, 
and growing bigger each year. 

Interbras’s sales abroad of 
12,826 tons of frozen chickens 
(compared with 1,491 terns in 
1976) are only part of the 
Brazilian chicken story. 

Thanks to the energetic ef- 
forts of a pool of poultry pro- 
ducers from southern Brazil 
(the states of Sao Paulo, Min- 
as Gerais and Rio Grande Do 
Sul), as well as independent 
chicken farmers, 1977 exports 
of 32 $28 tons of frozen birds 
brought In $31$72m. This year, 
the target is even higher - - 
60,000 tons at about $1,250 a 
ton. 

Brazilian poultry output soars 

Poultry production has soa- 
red upward in Brazil in recent 
years, and totalled 680,000 
tons of frozen chickens in 
1977 (catering to a population 
of 110m, growing at more th- 
an three per cent a year). 

Reasonable costs are a po- 
werful incentive: An investm- 
ent m 12,000 birds comes to 
about $3,000. Return on Inv- 
estment is rapid -- every two

months a poultry farmer will 
get back about $800 -- enou- 
gh to amortise bank loans and 
keep his family in reasonable 
comfort. With ail those hens 
around, ways of feeding the 
family are not a problem. 

But Brazil’s chicken export 
drive is, apparently, becoming 
a problem for the U.S., Fre- 
nch and Dutch exporters who 
have traditionally enjoyed the 
lion’s share of the Middle 
Eastern markets where Brazil 
Is sending most of its frozen 
birds. 

It Is no coincidence that 
these markets are heavily- 
favoured by Brazil's export 
authorities: Quite simply, mo- 
st of them are major oil pro- 
ducers, and Brazil needs to 
Import oil. Also it wants to 
create an Image there of a 
dynamic supplier of goods and 
services. Chicken is as good 
a way to start as any other. 

Middle East market 

Iraq, for instance, original- 
ly signed a contract to buy 
5,000 tons of frozen chickens 
from TJNEF - - Brazil's union 
of chicken exporters. Early 
this year it ordered another 


2,000 tons, with the option to 
buy another 8,000 .tons in the 
spring. And now, it is order- 
ing 11,000 tons more. That 
is a lot of chickens. 

Last year, Kuwait bought 
16,441 tons of chickens from 
Brazil, while the United Arab 
Emirates bought 5,926 tons 
and Saudi Arabia 3 $83 tons. 

In fact, neatly-packaged Br- 
azilian frozen birds travelled 
virtually around the globe 
from the Middle East (Iran, 
Oman, Libya, Syria, Bahrain, 
Qatar as well as Iran, Kuwait, 
the Emirates and Saudi Ara- 
bia), to Nigeria (1,150 tons), 
Mozambique, the Canary Is- 
lands and in file Far East to 
Japan (which bought 13 tons 
In 1975 - - the first year Bra- 
zil began exporting frozen 
poultry -- and 2Z3 tons In 
1977). 

Foreign co m pet i t io n 

The exporters’ pool, UNEF, 
now proudly calls itself the 
third largest chicken exporting 
enterprise in the world, sec- 
ond only to the U-S.'s Ame- 
rican Poultry and France’s 
Doux. The stronger It grows 
the louder the complaints be-i 


come that foreign competitors 
are trying to squeeze it out 
of the market by cutting the 
selling price from $1,750 to 
$1,250 a ton just as the price 
of Brazilian corn Is rising; 
making it more expensive for 
Brazilian formers to feed their 
birds this year and keep ex- 
port prices down. 

For this reason, chicken 
exporters have gone to the 
government a s k i ng for greater 
Incentives and tax exemptions. 
They already receive a 15 per 
cent exemption on industrial 
production tax and cheap fre- 
ight rates on Brazilian vessels 
heading for the Middle East. 
But they would like the sort 
of incentives their French 
and Dutch competitors get - - 
up to 50 per cart tax exemp- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, a Portuguese 
immigrant who arrived in Br- 
azil 26 years ago, at the age 
of 18, with nothing to go on 
but hope, has built a vast bat- 
tery fern with a capacity for 
1.5m birds.
